Litter the Nor folke 
Devil begins with plunder ard rapine (che 
onely way to fl.(h a young Rebellion.) The 
Malignants ot the K:rgs party {the rich 
and peaccab'e goe under that notion) are 
made a prey, no place was ſafe, or privi- 
Ixdged. Plots were laid to get the Lord 
Wiliam of Ufford Earle of Suff-lke, at his 
Mannor 0: Vff.rd neer Debenhim in Suf- 
folke, into the c.. mpany,out of policy;That 
if the cauſe ſucceeded nor, then the Rebels 
might cover themſclves uader the ſhadow 
of chac P. ere. The Earle warned of their 
intention, riſes from Supper, and diſguiſed : 
as a Groom * of Sir Roper of Bo's, with a * Green. 
Port-mantue betiad h:m, c:ding by-waies, 
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and about, ever avoiding the routs, comes 
to St, Albares, and from thence to the 
King. 
The Commons failing here,poſſefle them- 
ſelves of the places, and houſes of the 
Knights neare, and compell the owners to 
ſweare what th: y lilt, and for greater wa- 
rineſs to ride the Country over with them, 
which they durſt not deny: among thoſe 
inthrall:d by this compulfion were the 
Lords Scales, and Morley, Sir John Brews, 
Sir Stephane of Hales, and Sir Robert of 
Salle, which laſt was no Gentleman borne, 
Duc as full of honour and loyalty as any

The faitbfu!l { avalier abhorred the pro- 
p:: fiction , and could not diflemble bis dif- 
like ; He tel's them he will not ro his eter.

with che verycſt per fidious Traitors hvirg, 
in their villanies. He atcempts to Horle

Straw, and Wraw were Priclts of the Idol, 
and his Licutenants, and might ſerve the 
turne to itbroyle without fetching more 
aide in ; He attributes too theſe miſchicfes 
to the lic. ntious inveRRt:ves of the Clownes 
zpainſt their Lords. generally to the ſins 
of the Nation, incluſively raking in the 
Ocders of M-ndicancs, or BeggingFryars, 
(nke faAtiows Lc Rurers) who had nothing 
of their owne, and were obliged to flatter 
the people, and make themſelves popular;

heath, vihither the young King , who hal 
taken his Sequeſtration off, and reſtored 
himſelfe to his Blood and Mijeſty, rids 
daily upon a Royall Courſer, to view thei 
Ocder, with his Imperial] Banner born bt 
fore him. He delighted to be ſeen and ic. 
knowledged for what he was amorgſt hi 
own Homagers. Here he is informed,chit 
the Kentiſhmen (a Rircing people,but with 
what generous reſolution will ſoone bt 
found) are again in mutinie, (a wutini 
howeverelſe contemptible) not to bt 
ſighted ar chat time. The King command: 


kis Cavalris (on fire, 2s much as himſelf) 
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to march, and root out this perfidious race 
of miſcreants. Here the Nobility and Gen- 
try of the Counry interpoſe, and become 
pledges for the Commons, which appeaſcs 
the King ; who now disband$ his Army, 
and reſolves to take no other courſe of Ja- 
ſice, but ſuch as was ordinary and uſuall, 
by Judgementis upon the known Lawes of 
the Lx5d, and by Juries of ewelve men,the 
ancient Birth-righe of the Engliſhmen.
